Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 49 and 62-64 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art teaches the invention essentially as claimed but does not teach a method 
consisting of the step of only providing a metal source and providing an organic 
compound which are subsequently mixed and heated. See Murray (USPN 626129) and 
Funaki et al. (USPN 6054507) which add additional compounds.
